Of these the scheme which has seemed to 
meet with most favour is one of a tael 
currency proposed by Yuan: Shikai, which 
in addition {o the complications it would 
propose to add, would tally with none of 
ths taels already current.

a. tael which shall be of the standard 
Kuping weight, that is the universal weight 
of the monetary tael, 579.85 oz. troy, but 
shall contain: one-tenth alloy, that is 900 
fine. The very idea, which has perhaps 
been impressed on him from without, shows 
a lamentable ignorance of the methods of 
account universally current in China. The 
monetary tael in China, it is necessary to 
reiterate, is a standard wclght! theonehout 
the Empire, and does not vary. The 
local tuel (money) is weighed by the 
standard tael weight, but not only does the 
fineness ” vary in different localities, but 
certain allowances of weight have become 
customary. In estimating thus a Shanghai 
tael, we find in the firet instance by old 
custom an ad itisericordiam allowance of 
some 2 per cent. has to Le added; 98 taels 
counting as 100, while the fineness is taken 
as 916; we thus arrive at 520.52 as the 
actuul amount of pure silver contained in 
the local tael. As however the Chinese 
Government demands ure silver, the 
Shanghai tael is only accepted at a dis- 
count, and has to Le multiplied by 1.114, 
which is the amount fixed by the. local 
regulations, With the proposed new tael, 
we should still be in the same di’emma, the 
only difference being that instead of 
multiplying by 1.114. we should now have 
to multiply by 1.111 toobtain the standard. 
To make the proposed tael, in fact, equiva- 
lent to the standard Government tael, and 
‘assuming-the “touch” to be as suggested, 
900 fine, we should require a tael of 644.28 
grains. Such a coin, assuming that exchange 
did not enfer into consideration, would of 
eurse amply fulfil all the requirements of the 
situation, and might be accented in pay- 
ment of all duties or other payments to the 
Governn.ent, 

This, however, though doubtless a conve- 
nience to the payer of duties, would afford 
no assistance te the Chinese Government. 
itself, nor could it in any way relieve that 
Government from the necessity of exporting 
silver to make up the adverse balance still 
standing against it. By carefully manipu- 
lating the amount coined, it is (rue, it might 
contrive to keep the tael at a corresponding 
ratio wits regard to gold, as the Indian 
Government contrives to do with {ts rupees ; 
but to do so -would require an amount of 
knowlcdge-of the principles of currency such 
as.the Chinese as.a Government have never 
displayed, .as-well as an ability to resist the 
temptation® of -over-issue to which as a 
people ‘they“have evir been strangers, and 
which: is‘quite-:at variance with all their tra-, 


dition. So as the current tael stood ata 
level, however infinitesimal, above the sycee 


value there-would be a temptation to over- 
igsue.=:This ‘temptation of course exists in 


. eyery case-where the face value of a.currency 


However convenient and profitable such a 
currency might prove to the debtors of the 
State, it is absolutely. valueless, unless 
effectual steps could be taken to mainotain 
its par value, to restore the mercantile 
credit of the country in its foreign relations ; 
and the Chinese Government has yet to 
prove that it-possesses the necessary wish, 
even if it had the power, to provide the 
required safeguards. 

ven, however, did China by any reform 
of her home currency succeed in placing 
her internal affairs on a sounder basis than 
at present exists, this would be of little 
service to her in her foreign relations. It 
igs quite possible that for all home affairs 
her new tael could be mnde capable of being 
maintained at an invariable value, but no 
power on earth could make it interchange- 
able all the world over. In the markets of 
the world silver ig‘valued, like all other 
commodities, for what it is worth. Lately 
owing to excessive supply the prica of silver 
has had a distinct tendency to fall, and it 
requires little knowledge of finance to 
understand that any artificial , circumstance 
that would lead to an enforced sale would 
as a necessary consequence lead {o ao still 
further drop—probably out of all propor- 
tion to the amount placed on the market. 
Now it is the cise that China, owing to the 
complications that surround her, is in the 
position of having regularly to place silver 
bullion on the European markets to be sold 
to the highest bidder. The question isa 
difficult one, and quite independeut of her 
internal currency ; it is the pressing question 
of the hour, aud dawdling about any sub- 
ject of less urgency is of little more avail 
than was Nero's fiddling in the face of 
burning Rome. In fact, as long as China 
so regulates her trade with foreign nations 
that she is compellel to place on a 
foreign market any of her silver, so lond 
must the course of exchange be against her, 
provided of course that she obstinately 
continues to found her currency on a falling 
inetal. The assimilation of her currency ta 
the rest of the world would of course result 
in silver taking its place as mere mercantile 
export, and so becoming a matter of second- 
ary importance that might be left to effect its 
own cure, As the silver export now stands, 
China is sending abroad ler awn life-blaod, 
and thereby increasing the disadvantages of 
her present. position, for as the necessary 
circulating medium is becoming more 
difficult to obtain on the spot, in like pro- 
portion is it losing ils purchasing powers 
abroad, Now this, and not the mere 
regulation of currency at home, is the pres- 
sing need of the moment, and this, rather 
than the reform of a currency from which 
comjaratively little luss is felt would be 
fur more with China's consonant need. 
What China momentarily want is a safes 
method of adjusting her accounts with the 
nations of the world; and as we have before 
remarked she can only accomplish thia by 
such an effective opening of her foreign 
trade as will suffice to fill the gaps caused 
hy her late reckless policy,

knowledge on the part of the pilots than in the 
past. 

The Committee are strongly against the 
institution of compulsory pilotage, as the Har- 
bour is not ax aturally aiffioult one to navigate, 
and by reason of their local knowledge a number 
of the masters of ships runniog in and out on 
tha coast trade do aot require pilots. 

It is very obvions that the possession of a 
certificite of competency cannot but prove 
aivantageous to respectable men and the fees 
sugges'ed are within the reach of all, s> that 
the only effect would be to weed out the 
undesirables to make room for better men.

Commodore R:BINson said there was 
no doubt that what Cuptain Anderson had 
said about the wants of the Navy was very 
true, aud in the Navy they wer very glad to 
have such enthusiasts to speak for them.

Mahan, the well-known American writer, was 
responsible in great measure for this welcome 
ayitation. He had shown the United States 
her deficiencies on the water and when 
that country started to bnill up her floot 
every other nation followed suit. In the 
British’ Navy they had ben trying for many 

ears to make ths youngsters more mechanical 

in their training, so a; to fit them all the better 
for present day requiremants and to have their 
future captains more thorougaly mechanical. 
The oy Leagae had done au enormous 
amount o good to the country, and the fact 
was recognised by those in the Navy, who 
thoroughly appreciated its- efforts to have the 
fleot placed in a better way. (Applause.) 

Professor SHARP, who mentioned with regret 
that Captain Anderson would soon ba leaving 
Hongkong, said the subject treated of in 
the léclure .was unspeakably important and 
especially so in the case of Hongkong 
which would be most sensibly affected by any- 
thing like a feeling of insecurity in the N avy. 
The song had it that “we've got the ships, 
we've got the men, wo've got the money 
too,” but although we had the money and 
might be able to buy a fow ships from a friendly 
nation in the event of hostilities, there was no 
question that we had not the meno. Asa way of 
supplying this waut Professor SHARP doncluded 
by suggesting that the fisher population al 
home, from which could be drawn the very men 
that were needed to man the ships, might be 
placed under bounty asa naval reserve, re.dy 
to be called upon iu anything like emergency.

H. E. Major-General Gascorgye said the 
only part of the lectura that he personally 
disagreed with was that Captain Anderson 
seomed to have a very unfavourable opinion of 
commissions or committees of enquiry. He 
thought a grand opportunity was lost at the 
end of the South African war. He would have 
liked to have seen o commission established 
consisting of a few soldiers and business men 
who between them would have been able to 
formulate a scheme by which our Army wou'd 
be supplied. However powerful our ships 
might be, an army must be behind our 
backs, and the great matter was where was that 
army tojbe got in the future? Let them marx 
his words: it was to be very few years from 
now that every man presant would have (o take 
some ‘part in the defenos of the Empire. It 
would have to come and such a commission as 
ho had indicated might have b2en-able to show 
how it would press least hardly.

The cable is a little over a milo long. Owing:

part of tho Colony, it will be necessay for the 
‘felephoue Company to coustruct about tive 
miles of land lines, three on this side and two in 
‘Kowloon. On the Kowloon side the exchange 
will be in the rather oddly shaped building 
which most people in the Colony must have 
noticed at ove time or avo her in Cameron 
Road opposite Messrs. A 8. Watson & Co.'s 
new dispensary. It shoald be mentionad that 
the important operation of testing the new 
cablo bas been carried out by Mr. 4. Warren 
of the Telegraph Company with, we understand, 
satisfactory results.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


plagno cases yee in the Colony for the 
week ending February 28th, shows twelve 
cases—all fatal, all the victims being Chinese. 
Ten of these cases occurred in the City of 
Victoria, one at Hunghom, and one body was 
fonnd in the hartour, These brought the total 
number of cases fiom January Ist {o 33—all 
fatal. No cases are refurned under the 
headings of cholera, diphtheria, rela ing 
fever, searlet fever and typhus fever. Under 
other headings appear two cares of enteric 
fever—one. European and one Chinese—with 
fatal results in one case; one European case of 
puerperal fever; and four cases of smallpox— 
oue European, one Indian, and {wo Chinese— 
One case proving fatal. 

Ou the 28th ult. the Heungshan took about 300. 
passengers to Macao. The Chukong, which left 
in the evening of the same day, carried about 
200 excursionis's On the Ist inst. the 
Wingchai sailed with a complement of about 
400 people on board. During hureday, Friday 
and Saturday of last week over 1,000 passen gers 
travel ed to Macao for the Procession of the 
C-oss.
